lam loath to bolieve this. 
Tho shoulders of the mother must not lie 
overbui'dened bysogreat a respon.-<ibiliiy as 
this.. How can an observing pci ncn who 
knows the ways of the mother of me dmie 
reach 80 absurd a conclusion? Is it not clear 
to iilL men of experience that tlie dude's 
mother IS ^uite as busy, and ns hopehissiv 
busy, too, as the dude's father ! When >.vi 
consider the ceaseless rouudof sociui iluiie:- 
' that devolve upon this beautiful ma; run. 
when we think of all the calls to be mudi;.

When you stated that I did not give 
a single loason for my opinion, yon must 
SCO that you were inaccurate and unfair 
to me. I agi'ce with your statenuuit 
tliut if tlio Canadian Western eonies 
llii-ongh Teto Jeuiie pass it will be south 
of Peace valley.

If the province rolc'\ins its lands it can 
ausiat such an oiiter|)ri.ie. If it ]iarts 
with them to the Dominion, Ihe Dm- 
minion ^vill have it in its pow er to pre- 
sent it. 

Hearing on the proliabiliti'vs in the 
near future of ft Peace V'lilkiy raihciR'l, 
I call your attention to exti-acts from an 
iiitei-view in Xew Yoik, and publislied 
tliere, with .Mr. Clarence W. .Moherly, 
the bubsLaneo of which is reported in the 
.Standard of .Saturday last: "The ile- 
velopnicnt of the Canadian Northwest 
has been retarded in tho west by the 
want of hrancli railways, wliicli would 
lend to induce settlers to take up lands 
ill a great distance from tho trunk 
lines. The North- West Central Rail- 
way is now mulor conBti-uction. The 
general dtreotion in the North-west ai'd 
the ultimate points to bu reached, are 
Port Essington on the Pacilic Coast and 
the outlet of the Mackenzie River. A 
good branch line could bu constructeil 
to almost any Important point in AlasU.i. 
At Dunve^an, on the I'eaee River, a 
stretch of river and lake navigation 
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over fifteen hundred miles could be 
reached. 

llritisli Columbia should look ahead, 
anil the members of the Provincial gov- 
erninont should be ulivo to the iiiiiiort- 
aiice of milway enterpri-ses, which will 
eveiitinilly develop the whole couutiy. 
To think of alienating Peace Valley 
lands now to tho Dominion because of 
ilitiicu Ities, real or imaj^iiKiry , eoiinoided 
with till* "sea of mountains" along tho 
line of the C. P.R., is the woi.st idea, .-,0 
far UK liritiah Columbia is eoiiceined, 
chat I evej- heaid cjf. ,Sueh u ii i;kleai 
gire-away ought not to be pei uiitted. 

Yini really astoniali me when ynu 
state tlial It will matter veiy little 
"who owns a compar.itivoly small tract 
in the north -cast loiner of this province." 
[11 iny loriner letter I called your ntten- 
tion to the fiii;t that this smull tract you 
want to got rid i-'f is "lai'^er tliau a Leit 
as widr at from hfie to Cowiehaii, and 
as loiij M from Victoria to .San Fran- 
cisco." 

The qunntity you inenliou iu your 
article is ten million acres. Vou re- 
iiiar'.. that "it is loinewhat singular our 
■oi ] e»;i(iiident8 uroid an examination 
into tlie actual value of the Peace river 
[lari >i\ British Columbia to the pro- 
vince,' and you ask, "What are thoy 
'.frui'l of'" 

1 have 00 fear whatever as to the 
I'l ace vullcy lauds being less vUuablu 
than "the sea of momitains " along the 
' . 1'. R. without the precious inetaU. 
\N hat I am afraid of is that the pio- 
rincial secretary will sacrifice the Peace 
valley Inmlstotlie Dominion for a con- 
sideration which is not a public benefit. 

1 f you are dispo«od you have it iu 
your power to publish the official re- 



ports on the Peace valley of Maooun, 
Sehvyn and others, to which your cor- 
.respondents have called your attention. 
All they cau ask of you is to print them. 
Fu' ther than th»t they cannot go jnloHs 
they liise-.-ted them as advertiaementb, 
ami that is really more than you can 
reaiionahly a.sk of them. 

The |ainusiiig part of your editorial 
is that which deals with the viilue of 
tho Peace valley lands. This is tho 
way you put it. " Ten million acres of 
land at nothing an aoro. Naught and 
iiau^t do not make one y\ the govern- 
moiiF^I>uidr6ffice.t|It{ia safe then; to 
conclude that all that the '■ government 
will ever get over and above expenses 
for the Peace river country will be re- 
liresented by a 0. The railway belt can 
baldly be worth ' less .. than nothing, 
therefore our correspondents will. find 
that the province can lose nothing by 
the proposed exchange while it may 
gaui agrbat deal," 

What it will gain by this "groat deal" 
is not atateil. 

F iloti't suppose you wish me to take 
up your space by a serious cousidei'ation 
of such a transparent piece of aopliiatry. 
If laud represents nothing times nothing 
and that is all there is in it, instead of 
parting with ten million .acres at a time 
why not convey all tho provincial lauds 
by onu "gieat deal" to the Dominion. 
Perhaps before acting on the theory 
the I'rovinciai .Secretary will bo good 
eiuiugli to examine the public aocouiitii. 
If he iloes so, he will discover that land 
sales hirin a substantial ))ortion of th 
amnial revenue of this province. It may 
be inferm.it ion for him to be tolil that a 
number of the lai'ge.-,t i-ailroiids 011 this 
I'ljntiiieiit liavo been liuilt on tlie biisi 
of a land grant. This nothing time 
nothing aigumeiit has nothing in it. 

Yoiii article contains an unexpected 
statement. It is "that the decision of 
the I'i'ivy Council has increased rathoi' 
than diiuiiiislied tlio diliiciiltie.s of the 
di)ul)le ownership of tlie railway bolt. " 
.■\s the decision of tho Privy Council 
was in favor of this jirovinee, you evi- 
dently hold that the At toiney-lleneral 
made a mistake in iliapnting the claim 
id' the Dominion to the jirecious metals 
in the belt. In tliis 1 ilifl'er with yon. 
Pulilie oiiiiiion I am sure is with him in 
the eouise he took, and recognizoa tho 
abilily with which he niaintaiiied tho 
i'iglils of Ibis province. 

^'our only pretext for advocating the 
i.-iviiiij aw.-iy of I'eaee Valley laiiils is 
the ineoiivenirnee of what you call 
"dual ownership." 1 have in former 
letters pointed out to you that the Do- 
minion has only tho sanio rights as a 
land owner in British (."olumbia tliat 
any otiier land owner has, and that so 
far us the working of iniiierala is con- 
eerned the Mineral Acts provide a 
itmiody. 

To further the proposed land ex- 
change you magnify Jii-esont ditficnlties 
hy such oxpi'osaiona us "a heavy crop of 
disputes and aniioyuncea — cvoiytliing 
I hat the province i(ets it nuiat light for 
- the Dominion contests and stubbornly 
eonlests evci-y inch of ground." 

Admit all this to ho true and we have 
ihe best of all roasous for keeping all 
lands the Dominion has no claim upon 
"lit of its clutches. Because it fights 
•every inch of ground" why be so fool- 
isli as to olTer it ten million acres. 

Ml e\eh;ui_;o even if equitable, which 
that piopo.se.i is not, will not alter tho 
ipiarrelsouH' grasping pi-opensities dis- 
played by the Dominion in dealing with 
this province. It hut shifts tho difli- 
eulty frdin one portion of it to another, 
give.-; the Dinniiiion a good bargain at 
tho expense of B. C. , and enables the 
Doniiinon to stand in the way of tho 
eonslriieiion of a railway through Peace 
Valley. 

'i'oiir attention has lieeu calloii to the 
statement of .Mr. Dewdney, who is an 
old British Cidumbian and friendly to 
thi.f province, Ihul he sues no dilliculty 
in settling all laud dillerencea without 
tlie pi ojioseil land oxehange. Instead of 
accepting .Mr. Dowdney's statement in a 
proper spirit ymi throw doubt upon the 
iioiia liile cliaractor of Mr. Dowdney's 
expi'esacd intentions and stigmatize tho 
idea of etl'octing an arraugoinunt ai "ub- 
«urd." 

This is a poor way to approach tho 
tiiinsaction of public business. I hopo 
the attitude you have taken up doe* not 
relleet the views of tho members of the 
provincial government. It is apparent 
to many that for puoposes, some of 
which have not as yet been dtacloscd, 
there are politicians actively working to 
intlict liiii great wrong upon B. C. 
■ailed a "proposed -laud exchange." 
Not for any antipathy to the govern- 
ment or any of its members, but lor the 
sole reasou that I believe it will if car- 
ried through delay indefinitely the do- 
volopment of the northern Interior and 
injuriously afiect the growth of this 
eity, I am strongly opposed to it. 
^Uwiiig to absence I shall be unable to 
again address you on this important 
subject. 1 mention this so that you 
will not construe my silence as an ao- 
ceplitnee of y out uhjeotionrtble proposi- 
tioii. 

I ho])e public opinion here will ox- 
[iress itself in a pi'oni])t and decisive 
manner and prevent the .sacriliee of the 
Peace River Valley district on the in- 
ailequate pretext of an adjustmont of 
dillieultics eonneetod with the admiuis- 
tiation of the lailway belt.
